Mr. HArMOnHLE Law Makes 
New Record For Corn 
Growers. 


Mr. Harmond Law, who farms 
in Pike County, near the connty 
line of Coffee, has broken the re- 
cord for the number of bushel of 
Corn from one acre, 

Last week he harvested two acres 
of corn that had been cultivated 
by the Williamson improved or 
Law method, and , from the two 
acres he gathered Three hundred 
and five anda half bushels, or 


one hundred and fifty-two bushels 
and three pecks from each acre, 
This is said to be the largest a- 
} mount of corn ever grown on a 


single acre of land in this state. 

The corn was measured by an a- 
gent of the Government, and 
there can be nomistake about the 
matter. It was not guess work, 
but the corn was there by actual 
measurement, 

The corn was planted in rows 
three feet wideand the stalks were 
eighteen inches in the drill. It 
was fertilized and cultivated af- 
ter the Williamson method, with 
such improvements as Mr. Law 
thought would be best. Wo can- 
not give the exact manner of cul- 
tivation now but hope to do so lat- 
er.

Bay Minotto, Ala., Oct, 8-—-

by L. T. Rhobes, special agent of 
the United States Department of 
Agriioulture in regard to the boll 
weevil and its march eastward 
from Texas: ‘I noticed in Fris 
day’s paper that I had made the 
statemont there were no boll wees 
vil in Baldwin county. Uptoone 
week ago last Friday, I could say 
that none had been found in it 


but since that time they have 
been found in several fields, 
though fewin numbers. 


‘The square punctured and the 
different stages of deyolopment of 
the larvae indicate that they had 
been there but a few days. The 
weevil is here, but there is no 
causo for alarm. Woe anticipated 
his arrival; and the wise farmer 
has been making preparations for 
him, and is not surprised, 

“There is no use for anyone to 
stop growing cotton because of 
the weeyl, but ho must grow the 
cotton and not depend too much 
on the cotton’s making without 
any effort on the part of the farms 
er. 

“very farmer should plow nn- 
der and burnup all the cotton 
stalks on his farm, and get his 
neighbor todo the samo before 
frost. Plow under or burn all the 
rubbish ino the fields and around 
them sometime during the win- 
ter to destroy all the weevil that 
might live through the winter to

Killed By Posse,

For instance; if the person lives twenty miles from Dothan and buys $20 worth of goods his fare is refunded both ways; if he lives twenty-three miles from Dothan 
and buys $28 worth of goodé, his fare is refunded both ways; if he lives ten miles and buys $10 worth of goods, his fare is refunded both ways, and so on. If he livos 
twenty miles and trades only $10, his fare is refuded for one way, and go on, one mile both ways for every dollarspent. ‘To have fare refuded, the customer must trade
